Pacific States, where 110,GG7 persons en- 
gaged in agriculture in 1S79 produced 
staples worth 375,811,422. or $680 to each 
person engaged in the business. The 
next highest in the list are the four Mid- 
dle states, Now York, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey and Delaware, whore 750,635 per- 
sona.raised crops to the value of 3313,767, • 
272, or S151 to each parson. Tho West- 
ern or Mississippi Yalley states come 
next in order, with 2,356,041 persons pro- 
ducing crops worth $913,960,552, or §389 
to eaoh worker. Now England's poor 
soil and worse climate cut her products 
down so that 301)815 farm workers pro- 
duce only §103,3-13,565, or S312 each. 
But the astonishing result is in the 
South. Here 4,070,910 laborers produce 
values aggregating 3756,391,308, or only 
$185 to each worker. Hero are some 
figures that should put to shame the peo- 
ple of the south. They have four times 
the advantage for successful farming-that 
the New England people have, and do 
not improve it.
